848. In the event of goods requiring to 
be loaded or unloaded by the owner becom- 
ing liable to both wharfage and demurrage 
charges, the railway authorities may, as 
from time to time fixed by the adminis- 
tration, levy cither wharfage or demurrage 
charges for the entire period, or both 
charges.
